HOUSING 


HE Minister of Housing and Local Government 
has been circularizing Local Authorities on the 


subject of speeding house-building contracts. One 


of the main points made 1s a recommendation that 
there should be a general use of the R.I.B.A. Standard 
Form of Contract for Local Authorities and that 
Local Authorities should not introduce their own 
forms of contract or alterations to the standard form 
which may (and do) vary from district to district 

It is generally conceded that the R.I.B.A. form of 


contract is a fair one and that it is popular with the 


building industry; after al! it was prepared by a 
combination of the N.F.B.T.E., the R.I.C.S. and 
the R.I.B.A., and initial agreement in drafting has 
been supported by the test of practical applicati 
over a number of years.

CONTRACTS 


At present we should have thought all builders 
would like to know that some money would become 
available at regular pre-arranged intervals of time, 
whatever the weather and whatever other difficulties 
or shortages are encountered ; rapid and continuous 
turnover of money 1s more important in these days 
than larger sums, in varving amounts at different 
times, at periods of the technical completion of 
In any case, various stages of a 
building contract vary in value proportionate to the

whole. 

A further recommendation that retention money 
should be related to the completion cf individual 
houses rather than to the whole scheme is a wise one. 
The Minister also suggests (as an incentive to speed) 
that three-quarters of the retention money should be 
paid on practical completion instead of the usual 
one-half. He catches up on one further point and 
says that increased costs under the fluctuation clause 
of the contract should be covered by the interim 
certificates and not be subject to a deduction for 
retention. This is a point that might well be over- 
looked, and suggests that some very keen re-examina- 
ion of this matter has been 1n progress. 


Chere is also an indication in this circular that the 


use of quantities for housing is, in some districts, a 
deterrent to builders and may be, as is suspected by 


many architects already, a material factor in increasing 
the costs of housing, even when the reduced torm of 
measurement is adopted 

are to be dispensed with, it is essential 
even up to half-inch detail stage) be 
thorough and complete, that specifications be equally 
detailed and complete and that both be adequately 
available for the close examination of those who 
tender for the work. Between the wars this sort of 


procedure was common, and we see no reason why 
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it should not be reverted to, especially in rural areas 
and for smaller groups of housing development. To 
do so implies that the Local Authorities accept the 
advice of the Minister and show themselves willing 
to consider satisfactory tenders, even though they 
may not be based on a measured bill issued to those 
who tender for the work. Penalties and bonuses are 
not mentioned. Cannot these be regarded as 
incentives also ? 

There is another point made in this circular which 
we would applaud, namely, the admonition to avoid 
variations in design or equipment of houses while 
the work is in progress. While some substitutions 
may be necessary in the face of shortages, temporary 
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or otherwise, in order to avoid delays, there is no 
excuse for incomplete planning and preparation: for 
the work from the start or for the later introduction 
of variations and modifications. From our observa- 
tion we are inclined to the view that this is a matter 
which, if insisted upon, could make for both speed 
and the reduction of costs. In fact we can only 
assume, from this document, that even if the word 
“planning ” is so much less popular in Whitehall 
than it was some year or so back, the present 
administration has a realization that planning—by 
whatever name it be known by—is, after all, an 
essential factor in modern progress, politics and 
public relations.

Edinburgh University is advertising for a professor of 
architecture at a salary of £2,000 per annum.

FAUGH ! TO FAWLEY 

Progress is splendid, or so they say. We were told that 
the opening of oil refineries in this country would be a 
good thing and that was before we lost Abadan. The 
Fawley Refinery, on Southampton Water, was projected 
at a time when we were all gay with post-war optimism 
and I do not even remember whether there was a local 
outcry or not. I think that there must have been. Pity 
that it was not ten times as great for I doubt whether 
anyone except those in the know—and I'll warrant they 
kept pretty quiet—could have imagined the appalling 
stench which comes from it. I found it physically sickening 
at a range of over three miles to leeward. Coupled with 
this a great flame belches from the top of a chimney all 
day and night. This, I understand, will only continue for 
a year while they are constructing a plant to make use of 
the waste gases. Watching the lurid glow, again at a range 
of over three miles, I meditated on the cost of coal, gas 
and electricity and came to the conclusion that man is 
not so damned clever after all. 


THE GROUND FLOOR BATHROOM 

There is litthe doubt that planning and plumbing 
economies could be made in house design by putting the 
bathroom on the ground floor. Inconvenience is said to 
be the main objection to this idea. Having recently spent 
several days in a cottage with a ground floor bathroom I 
have come to the conclusion that the arrangement is far 
from inconvenient. It is, on the contrary, highly con- 
venient, and sociable. One of the more obvious advan- 


tages is that children can be supervised at bath time from 
the kitchen or armchair thus doing away with the often 
cold and boring job of sitting on the bathroom stool being 
splashed.

NO MORE FREE CARS TO SWEDEN 

I wonder what has made the Swedish Lloyd Company 
stop their very valuable concession to motorists? Until 
this year motor cars were carried very cheaply if accom- 
panied by one person and for nothing if accompanied by 
three. Even with Swedish petrol at five shillings and six- 
pence a gallon this was something worth knowing about. 
Now all must pay. A big car costs ten pounds each way 
and a small one about four. Compared pro rata with cross- 
channel prices the rates are still low but they will surely 
drastically cut down the number of British cars going to 
Sweden. At a time when currency restrictions are on 
again it is an odd thing to do. Several architects I know 
have, as a result of this move, already changed their plans.

BRICKLAYING 

It is high time that responsible people stopped using 
bricklaying figures, often largely imaginary, when com- 
plaining about the low rate of productivity in the building 
industry to-day. It is an easy trap to fall into because 
numbers can be quoted and this cannot be done in other 
trades. The result of these continuous attacks on this 
trade are that the bricklayers get all the blame, which is 
totally unfair. Generally speaking productivity is too low, 
but in the latest attack on bricklayers by the Bradford City 
Architect at a meeting of the Bradford branch of the West 
Yorkshire Society of Architects the speaker was badly off 
beam. His remarks were reported in our old friend the 
Telegraph and Argus and straightaway brought a letter 
from a bricklayer working on the Bradford direct housing 
scheme, who claimed that he and his mates customarily 
laid bricks at three times the rate which the City Architect 
mentioned. 


THE BUSINESS SIDE OF ARCHITECTURE 

Any architect who does not live in a morass of papers 
and unanswered letters is inevitably branded as a thwarted 
business man, and no artist, by the boys. Whichever camp 
you are in you have the problem of the storage of the docu- 
ments of past jobs, dead jobs, and jobs in that Nirvana 
known usually as pending. At the B.IF. this year there 
will be just the thing for you. It is a new micro-film 
equipment which records both sides of a document simul- 
taneously, handles 400 documents a minute—how on earth 
do they arrange to feed them in at that speed?—and com- 
presses the lot on to a 100ft roll of substandard cinema 
film. What you do with it then is entirely your affair. 

Another neat device, of little use to architects, is a 
machine which will count pound notes at the rate of 
50,000 an hour. An executive’s desk with screw leg pegs, 
“for ‘those who by post-war conditions are obliged to 
operate from old buildings ”—that’s a nice one—is a useful 
idea. But surely it would be more useful for restaurant 
owners, who seem incapable of keeping their floors even, 
or the legs of their tables of equal length. Joe Lyons, I 
believe, already uses this device 


The Yen Rooms 


I have just seen the design folio on Public Lettering 
published by the C.o.I.D. which, I hope, will circulate 
widely and be carefully studied. I noticed last year at 
the South Bank Exhibition how bad the odd notices were 
that were put up here and there as afterthoughts. The 
signs were not designed by the Festival designers. What 
depressed me was the thought that whoever put up those 
notices was completely blind to all the excellent exhibition 
signs, and took absolutely no notice of them whatever. 
Such people will take no notice of the C.o.I.D. book, but I 
hope there will be many converts whose eyes will begin 
to see and who will come to appreciate good lettering and 
the pleasure it can give.

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Apprenticeship Needs 

N urgent call to London builders 

to increase by every possible 
means the numbers of craft apprentices 
and to Youth Employment Officers to 
encourage school-leavers to choose 
building as a career, was made by the 
President of the L.M.B.A., Mr. D. E. 
Woodbine Parish, when he spoke at a 
luncheon in his honour given by the 
Southern Area in Croydon. Mr. G. H. 
Noyes, Chairman of the Area, presided. 

London needs an annual minimum 
of 4,000 new entrants if the balance of 
the building industry is to be main- 
tained, said Mr. Woodbine Parish, but 
‘during each of the past three years 
fewer than 1,200 craft apprentices have 
entered into Deeds of Apprenticeship. 
The cumulative affect of this deficiency 
may not be apparent for some little 
tume, but an extremely critical position 
will inevitably arise unless immediate 
and effective steps are taken to remedy 
it. 

While many employers are loyally 
fulfilling their obligations with regard 
to recruitment and craft training, there 
are, unfortunately, others who seem 
both indifferent} and short-sighted 
enough to believe that all will be well 
without any effort or contribution on 
their part. I stress with maximum em- 
phasis that there must be an early and 
general acceptance by all employers, 
irrespective of size, of their individual 
industrial liability to select, encourage 
and train suitable and sufficient young 
lads to take the place of those elderly 
craftsmen who annually reture from 
active work due to old age or infirmity. 

The whole structure and well-being 
of the industry and the proper main- 
tenance of the existing craft educa- 


tional facilities in the technica! colleges 
depend upon a smooth and balanced 
flow of fresh entrants being absorbed 
by the industry each year.

Let us, therefore, as employers, 
accept our duty and collectively ensure 
that sufficient vacancies exist to fulfil 
our annual requirement, and let us per- 
sonally encourage every boy who comes 
into our industry to become a good 
ciuzen, to work hard on the job and to 
pursue a recognized course of craft 
training at a technical college, so as to 
enable him to compete for one of the 
numerous awards or prizes that are 
now offered annually. 

Finally, let us all take a real pride, 
and derive deep pleasure and satisfac- 
tion, from being able to continue the 
age-old custom of passing on to those 
who will succeed us the mysteries, 
secrets and accumulated knowledge 
and experience of our respective call- 
ings.

DOUBT whether any other part of 

a normal house fails more rapidly 
than the flues and chimneys serving 
domesuc boilers and slow-combustion 
stoves.

End of Apprentice Master 
Scheme 

Last month the last of the Govern- 
ment-sponsored Apprentice Master 
Schemes, as a result of which over a 
thousand building trade apprentices 
were trained in London, came to an 
end. Commenting on the ending of the 
scheme, the President of the L.M.B.A., 
Mr. D. E. Woodbine Parish, said: 

“To the regret of some, to the relief 
of others, the Government’s short-term 
Apprentice Master Scheme came to an 
end last month. The scheme started 
in 1945 to assist in providing oppor- 
tunities for the training of apprentices 
during the time that the building in- 
dustry was being deployed to meet 
post-war needs, and was finding diffi- 
culty in providing suitable work to ab- 
sorb and train sufficient craft appren- 
tices in the normal manner 

“In the London Region thirty 
separate schemes were successfully 
completed, all of them under the guid- 
ance of Apprentice Masters who are 
members of the London Master 
Builders’ Association. As a_ result, 
1,039 apprentices who might otherwise 
have been lost to the building industry 
have now joined the ranks of its young 
craftsmen. 

“The chief work carried out by the 
apprentices on these schemes was the 
building of Local Authority houses, but 
in two areas, namely, Camberwell and 
Hackney, the work involved the build- 
ing of multi-storey flats 

All the apprentices initially articled 
on the London Apprentice Master 
Schemes have now been absorbed by 
the industry 

“On behalf of the London Master 
Builders’ Association I should like 
publicly to thank most warmly all those 
employers and their staffs for the ad- 
mirable manner in which they under- 
took the arduous responsibility of act-
